The matter of letting public printing by 


contract can be regarded with a degree of 
satisfaction just now by both opponents and 
advocates of that system. 
Those who ap- 


prove of the contract system are getting 
their printing very cheap, and those who do 
not believe in rewarding party opponents 
und traitors have the satisfaction of knowing 
that tlie very papers who have advocated the 
contract system from purely selfish motives 
have reached a point where it 110 longer 
pays to do the work. When the ballot print- 
ing was let by the Commissioners at their 
last meeting, one paper refused 
to bid 


Another, the one must persistent in its de- 
mands for contract vroik, now confesses that 
there is no incentive to enter into competi- 
tion with sucu a small margin of profit. 
And that is the situation. 
The printing ol 


ballots is not a matter to be trifled with, but 
has considerable responsibility allaohed, as 
errors must not appear in any portion of the 
work. 
Therefore, the mere reimbursement 


for material and a small profit on wages do 
not pay for Ihe responsibility involved. But 
the papers themselves have demanded that 
the contract system be introduced and main- 
tained, and the taxpayer will not lose any 
sleep over the misfurluaea of tlie publishers 
and printers. 


An interesting experiment will be tried at 


Doylestown iu the near future. It has to do 
with the matter of road making. 
On Motv 


day evening Hon. E. G. Harrison, of the 
Bureau of Road Inquiry, Washington, T>. C., 
lectured on the subject of road building 
before the pupils of the National Farm 
School, at Doylestown. 
The instructors, 


pupils and visitors weie so enthused by Mr. 
Harrison's discouise that it was determined 
to demonstiate the utility of his plans by 
constructing a road according to his methods 
from the school to Doylestown, a distance of 
about a mile. 
Mr. Harrison promised to 


supervise Ihe work. 
Prof. E. B. Faville, 


Dean ot the school, appointed a committee to 
conduct the experiment, the members of 
which, in addition to himself, aie Ezra 
Micheuer, Solebury; Dr. Harvey Kratz, 
New Britain, Hon. H J. Shoemaker and 
Louis Buckman, of Doylestown. 
In this 


matter alone the Farm School has proved a 
valuable institution in the community, 
especially since Secretaiy of Agriculture 
Wilson has become interested in its success.

haversack, gun, baynnet, shelter tent, three 
pairs socks, two suits underclothes, blue 
sliiit, tent pins, and a double blanket — with 
gun and all the weight is nearly 90 pouuds. 
Possibly you can imagine what it teels like 
to start on a 20-mile march with such an 
outfit in the hut sun, rigged out in cotton 
undei clothes, campaign hat, blue shirt, leg- 
gius, big shoes aud sore feet. 
Then when 


we meet a baud of natives, it requires a 
good deal of effort to gel up to the enthusi- 
astic fighting pitch. Only last week we-hal 
to fight like devils to get to a river to get 
water to driuk 
We killed 9 sharp-shooteis.
